The decision of tho United States supreme court in 


'dismissing the "Tom iMnrpliull constitution" case on the 
ground that Jio federal cpiostion had been raised and that 
the court had no jurisdiction in the matter, puts an end to 
a case which attracted wide attention, not only in Indiana 
but in other states as well. The decision in effect affirms 
the finding of the Indiana state courts and definitely es- 
tablishes the fact that a new constitution can lie secured 
for Indiana only by following the methods of tlie fathers 
ind the creation of a constitutional convention. 


It will^ be recalled that tho movement to provide 


what practically amounted to a new constitution for Li- 
liana -was launched during Mr. Marshall's term ns gov- 
ernor. It ventured into unbeaten paths in this direction, 
and sought, in lieu of a prolonged and expensive consti- 
tutional convention, to submit to the people of the state 


'; at-tlie general election in 1912, for approval or rejection, 


a draft of amendments so extensive as to amount to all in- 
tents and purposes to a new charter for the state. The 
plan had the backing of a number of the most eminent 
legal minds in the state who declared their belief that this 
method of securing constitutional changes would hold 
good in law, though it was admittedly something of a de- 
parture from established custom. This, however, was 
justified on the ground of the saving in both time and ex- 
pense to the people in amending the constitution. 


Instantly, however, the method was attacked in the 


courts at Indainapolis as irregular. The precise person- 
nel of the committee which drafted the "Tom Marshall 
constitution" has never been disclosed, but it is known to 
have been the joint work of a number of eminent Indiana 
lawyers. There was little criticism of their,product and 
it was admitted that the changes proposed were for the 
most part changes demanded by present-day necessities 
and present-day thought. The attack was launched solely 
against the method which sought to dispense with the ma- 
chinery of a constitutional convention,' In court at Indi- 
anapolis, the governor was restrained from placing the 
so-called new constitution upon the ballots in 1912, for an 
expression of the people as to their desire to accept it or 
reject it. Appeal to the-higher state courts sustained the 
original finding, and the later appeal to the highest court 


. of the land has now resulted in similar outcome. The 


Ease is now unquestionably dead, and the constitutional 
convention remains as the only method for securing the 
advantages of an amended state charter. That, at least 
uas been made clear.

It 
puts them upon an enual footing with 
other business men and masters of 
enterprise, us it should; and upon Its 
passage they will find themselves o,uit 
of many of the difficulties which now 
hamper them in the iield 
of 
credit. 


The farmers, of course, ask and should 
be given «n special privilege, such as 
extending to them the -credit of the 
government itself. 
What they need 


and should obtain is legislation which 
will make their own abundant and 
substiinlial credit resources available 
as a foundation for joint, concerted 
local action in their own behalf in get- 
ting the capital they must use.- It is 
to this we should now address our- 
selves. 


Food Supply Industry. 


It has, singularly enough, come to 


pass that we have ill lowed the indus- 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activities of the country iu its 
development. 
I need not stop .to tell 


you how fundamental to the life of 
the nation is the production of its 
food. 
Our thoughts may ordinarily 


be concentrated 
upon the cities and 


the hives of industry, upon the cries 
of the-crowded market place and the 
clangor of the factory, but it is from 
the f|uiefc interspaces of the. open val- 
leys and the, free hillsides that we. 
draw the sources of life, airl of pros- 
perity, from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. With- 
out these every street wi .ild be silent, 
every oflice deserted) 
every 
factory 


fallen into disrepair, 
And yet the 


fanner does not stand \i-on the same 
footing with the forester 
and the 


miner iu the market of credit. He is 
the servant of the seasons. Nature 
determines how long he must wiit 
for his crops, and will not be huried iu 
her processes. 
He may give his note, 


but the season of ils maturity de- 
pends upon the season when his crop 
ma lures," lies at the gales of Ihe mar- 
ket where his products are sold. And 
the security 1m gives is of a character 
not known in the brokers office or as 
familiarly as it might he on the coun- 
ter of Ihe banker, 
'artnership With Farmer. 


The agricultural department of the 


government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make fanning an ei- 
liuient business, of wide co-operative 
effort, iu quick touch with the mar- 
kets for foodstuffs. 
The fanners and 


the government will henceforth work 
together as real partners in this field, 
where we now begin to see our w,iy 
very.clearly and wli«.i'c many intelli- 
gent plans are already bein~ put into 
execution. The Ireasury of Ihe United 
Slates has, by a limel" and well-con- 
sidered distribution of ils deposits, 
facilitated the moving of the crops in 
tin; present season and prevented the 
scarcity of available, funds too often 
experienced at such times. 
But we 


must iot allow ourselves IT depend up- 
on extraordinary cxped.cnls. We must 
add Ihe means by which Ihc farmer 
may make his credit constantly and 
easily available and command when 
lie will the capital by which to sup- 
port and expand his business. We lag 
bchindunany uthy great countries nf 
the modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural urcdil have 
been sludicd ami developed un the 
olhcr side of the water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves 
in the ordinary money market. 
You 


have but to look about you in any 
rural district to sec the result, the 
handicap and embarrassment which 
have been put upon those who produce 
our food. 


Move for Rural Credits.

lional committees,- and the candidates 
for the presidency themselves, in or- 
der that platforms may be framed by 
those responsible to the people for 
carrying them-into-effect. • 


Our Territories Over Sea. 


These are all matters of vital" do- 


mestic concern, and besides 
them 


outside the charmed circle of our own 
national life in which om- affections 


- command us, 'as well as 
our 
con 


sciences, there stand out our obliga- 
tions toward our territories over sea. 
Here we are trustees. Porto Rico. Ha 
waii, the Philippines, are ours, indeed 
but not ours to do what we.please with 
Such 
territories, 
once regarded as 


.mere possessions, are no longer to be 


selfishly exploited; they are part o 
the domain of public conscience am 
of serviceable and enlightened states- 
manship. 
We must administer then- 


for the people who live in them am.,

and that the success of this step will 
be sure to clear our view for the steps 
which are to follow. Step by step .ve 
should extend and' perfect th& system 
of 
self-government 
in the islands, 


making test of them and modifying 
them as experience discloses their suc- 
cesses and their failures; 
that 
we 


should more and more put under the 
control of the native, eitiwns of the 
archipelago the. essential instruments 
of their life, their local instrumentali- 
ties of government, their schools, all 
the common interests of their com- 
munities, and so by counsel and ex- 
perience «et up a government which 
all the world will see to be suitable to 
a>peoplc whose affairs are under their 
own control. At last, 1 hope and be- 
lieve, we arc beginning to. gain the 
confidence of the Filipino peoples. By 
their counsel and experience, rather 
than by our own. we shall learn how 
best to serve them and how hoon it 
will be possible'and wise to withdraw 
our supervision. Let us once find the 
path nnd set out with firm and con- 
iidcnt t.'cat upon it and we shall not 
wander from it or linger upon it. 


Railroads for Alaska. 


A duty faces us with regard lo 


Alaska which seems to me very press- 
ing and very imperative; perhaps I 
should say a double duty, for it con- 
cerns bolh the political and the ma- 
.lerial development of llie territory. 
The people of Alaska should be given 
the full territorial form of govern- 
ment, and Alaska, as a storehouse, 
should be unlocked. One kev to it :s 
a system of railways. These the gov- 
ernment should itself build and ad- 
minister, and the ports and terminals 
it should itself control in the interest 
of all who wish to use them for the 
service and development of the coun- 
try and its people. 


Bui Ihc conslruetion of railways '.n 


only the first step: is only thrusting 
in llie key to Ihe slorchousc and 
throwing back the, lock and opening 
the 
door. 
How 
the tempting re- 


sources of the country arc to be ex- 
ploited is another matler. to which 1 
shall lake the liberty of from time 
lo time calling your nttenlion. for it 
is a policy which must he worked out 
by well-considered stages, not upon 
theory, but upon lines of practical ex- 
pediency. 
It is part, of our general 


problem of conservation. 
We have 


n freer hand [n working out the prob- 
lem in Alajkn than in the states of 
the union: and yet the principle and 
object are the same, wherever 
we 


touch it. We must us«- the resources 
of the country, not iork them 
up. 


There need he no conflict or jealousy 
as between state and federal authori- 
ties, fur there can he no essential dif- 
ference of purpose between them. The 
resources in question must be used, 
but not. destroyed or wasted: used, 
hut not mor.opoli7.ed upon any narrow- 
idea of individual rijhts as against 
the abiding interests of communities. 
That a policy can be worked out bv 
conference and concession which will 
release theye resources and yet not 
iropard or dissipate them. J for one 
have no (ioubt; and it can be done 


no less acceptable to the people and 
governments, of the states concerned 
than to the people and government of 
the nation at Inrge, whose heritage 
these resources nre. 
We must bond 


our counsels' to'this end. A common 
purpose ought, to 
make . agreement 


easy. 


Other Matters of Importance. 


Three or four matters of special im- 


portance nnd significance I beg that 
you will permit me to mention in 
closing. 


Our bureau of mines ought to be 


equipped and empowered to 
render 


even more effectual service than it 
renders now in improving the condi- 
tions of mine labor and making the 
mines morn economically productive 
as well as more safe. 
This is an all- 


important part of the wovk of con- 
servation: and the 
conservation of 


human life and energy lies even near- 
er to our interest than the preserva- 
tion from waste of our material re- 
sources. 


U e owe. it, in mere justice to the 


railway employes of the country, to 
provide lor them a fair and effective 
employers' liability act: and a law 
that we can stand by in this matter 
will be no less to the advantage of 
those who administer the railroads of 
the country than to the advantage of 
those whom they cmnloy. 
The ex- 


perience of a large number 
of 
the 


stales abundantly proves that. 


M e ought to devote ourselves to 


meeting pressing demands of plain 
jualic« like, this as earnestly as 
to 


the accomplishment of political and 
economic .reforms. 
Social 
justice 


comes first. Law is the machinery 
for its realization and is vital only .is 
it expresses and embodies it. 


An international congress for the 


discussion of all questions that af- 
fect safety at sea is now silling in 
London at the suggestion of our own 
government. 
So soon as the con- 


clusions of that 
congress 
can 
be 


learned and considered we oujjht to 
address ourselves, among other things, 
to llie prompt alleviation of the very 


unsafe, unjust and burdensome condi- 
tions which now surround the em- 
ployment of suitors'and render it ex- 
tremely difficult lo obtain the services 
of spirited and competent men such 
as every ship needs if it is to be safely 
handled and brought to port. 


iVny I not express the very real 


pleasure. 1 have experienced in co- 
operating with this congress and shar- 
ing with it the labors of common 
service to which it has devoted itself 
so unreservedly during the past seven 
months of uncomplaining concentra- 
tion upon the business of legislation? 
Surely it is a proper and pertinent 
part of ray report on "the state of the 
union." to express my admiration for 
the.diligence, the good temper and the 
full comprehension of 
public duty 


which has already been manifested 
by both the houses; and I hone that 
it may not be deemed an impertinent 
intrusion of myself into the picture 
if I say with how much and how con- 
stant satisfaction I have availed my- 
fielf of the privilege of putting my 
time and energy at their disposal 
alike in counsel and in action.

Finland's Bgrometric Stone. 


It is said that there is to be found 


in Finland a kind of stone that ac- 
.tually foretells changes in the weath- 
er. 
In dry, fine weather the stone 


shows a dark gray color mottled -with 
white spots, but before approaching 
showers or thick mists it blackens all 
over—most conspicuously, of course, 
at the spaces which were previously 
white—and gradually returns to its 
former state as tbe weather improves. 


Its prophetic warnings are regarded 


by many Finlanders as having a su- 
pernatural origin, but a recent analy- 
sis of. the stone explains the cause 
and shows that there is nothing what- 
soever mysterious injts action. 
It 


is composed of a ground mass of clay 
and fossilized organic matter, -with a 
little rock salt and nitre scattered 
throughout in grains and 
small 


patches. These salts absorb the ae- 
rial moisture as it increases in amount 
and dissolves in it, 
forming their 


white color as the drier atmosphere 
evaporates the moisture from black 
surface films, while they regain them.
